Forest Service 
iUrges Care To 
‘Cut Woods Fires 


TALLAHASSEE — The Flor- 
ida Forest Service revealed to- 
day that more than two thous- 
and wildfires swept through 
protected Florida timberland 
during the five months period 
between July 1 and November 
31. C. H. Coulter, state forester, | 
said that the exact total—2,241 | 
fires—is more than twice the 
average for the same period in 
the four preceding years. Acre- 
age burned during the five 
months span is also more than 
twice the average of the four 
preceding years. 

Since December 1, another 
386 fires have burned an addi- 
tional 7,100 acres 

Protected Florida timberland 
is that on which Florida Forest 
Service and landowner fire con- 


fires. Fourteen million forest 
acres — two-thirds of Florida's 
total—are so protected. 

Coulter blamed unprecedent- 
[ed dry weather for the state's 
Httemendous woods fire occur- 
rance. "Of course," he added, | 
[ "dry weather doesn't start fires 
jIt merely sets the stage. People 
start the fires.” 

Coulter said that the state 
has had a serious fire record 
jever since the huge stubborn 
fires in northeast Florida late 
flast summer. "As if those fires 

eren't bad enough," he said, 
|"the weather stayed bone d 
lin most sections, right through | 

November — with the result 
that we've had one week of high 
|fireoccurrance after another.”
